Bramble stalking is a recog­ 
nized pastime, the destruction of the 
wild horses being as necessary as tho 
destruction of lumg&roos or rabbits. 
The sport of capturing and taming 
these animals, however, has attracted a 
good many adventurous spirits, who 
adopt tactics somewhat similar to those 
adopted by Hie inhabitants of Mexico 
and South America. 
Tho hardiness 
and strength and size af these bramble.i 
are remarkable and when trained they 
are of considerable value. Their progeny 
when crossed with European horses, 
possess excellent qualities. 
It is re­ 
corded that in one year no less than 
7,000 wild horses have been shot on a 
single station in New South Wales. 


Flax is au exhausting crop and should 
not properly be grown on the same land 
more than once in five or six years. 
It 
is raised in this country principally for 
the seed, and entirely so except in those 
localities where there arc flax mills. 
But there are many uses to which the 
straw can be put, which is very much 
better than burning it, as is tho custom 
in some parts. 
A Wisconsin paper, the 
Burlington Standard, says that the straw 
may be used for making ropes for se­ 
curing young trees to stakes, for attach­ 
ing vines to posts, or trellises, and for 
tying about shocks of corn. Flax straw 
may be used to excellent advantage for 
putting about trunks of trees in order 
to protect them from the heat of the 
sun. 
Twisted somewhat loosely, and 
wrapped about the rose bushes and 
tender shrubbery, it affords excellent 
protection. 
Flax straw, it says, makes excellent 
packing for ice. 
But a comparatively 
small amount of it is required. 
It is 
clean, easy to handle, and not as liable 
to mold or rot as tho substances that 
are usually employed. 
A piece of ico 
taken from the house and wrapped in 
flax straw may be carried a long dis­ 
tance with but very little waste. Many 
farmers do not put up ice because it is 
difficult to obtain saw-dust or tan-bark 
for packing. 
Flax straw makes excel­ 
lent bedding for all kinds of stock, 
aud it is especial!)’ good for hogs. It is 
excellent material for mulching, and 
there are very few things superior to it 
for mulching strawberry vines. It forms 
a close sort of matting on which the 
berries can ripen without being spatter­ 
ed with mud. 
Most stock will eat flax 
straw after they have become accus­ 
tomed to its use by having small quan­ 
tities fed at a time. 
Tho plant does well throughout the 
country, hut the soil should lie good, 
although not too rich. 
If too rich the 
crop will run to straw. 
Fresh manure 
should not be applied directly to the 
crop, but should be applied the year 
C 
revious. 
Salt 
and 
ashes 
may 
e 
applied 
when 
the 
seed 
is 
sown. If tho land is inclined to be wet, 
it should be thoroughly drained. 
Be­ 
foresowing the land should be thorough­ 
ly harrowed, and after harrowing once, 
aud permitted to lie a week or so, it 
will be of advantage to harrow it a sec­ 
ond time. 
Sow as soon as the soil is 
reasonably dry and warm, anti cover 
with a brush harrow. 
If wanted for 
seed, sow from a half bushel to a bushel 
per acre; if for tho libre, almost double 
that amount will be required. 
Reapers are now frequently used for 
harvesting flax. 
Machines for pulling 
havo also been invented. Some farmers 
use a common cradle, others a scythe, 
and still others stick to the old method 
of pulling it by hand. 
If cutting is re 
sorted to it should bo done as close to 
tho ground as possible. 
The time for 
harvesting is when the bolls have turned 
brown, the lower leaves havo died and 
tho stems changed to a light yellow 
color. 
It may be bound at once or left 
to dry. 
If bound it must be permitted 
to stand several weeks in stocks. 
It 
should be thoroughly cured before being 
stored. 
The seed may bo shelled by 
drawing the heads through a comb of 
sharp teeth, by whipping them over a 
large stone, by threshing with flails, or 
by running through a machine. 
'I he 
yield is from twelve to fifteen bushels 
per acre. — Western Rural.

For some time post the officers have been 
charging np $1.50 for attendance upon 
court with a prisoner, whether the time 
actus’ly spent was an hour, a half-day, or 
a whole day, sud that amount was charged 
up whether there wss one, two or a 
half dozen 
prisoners, 
appearing at 
the same time or during the same day. 
The county board have in rimes past al­ 
lowed these b:,ls, but of late have cut 
them dowu. On one of these reduced 
bills, that of Constable Cutts, sn appes! 
was taken to Judge Conger, who now de­ 
cides that ags:,ist the officer, sud asserts 
that he is ta be allowed nothing for at­ 
tends nee unless fhere by order of the jus­ 
tice, and then only at the rato of one dol­ 
lar a day, or fi'ty cent* for a half day. 
Ties makes a big difference w.tli tho of­ 
ficers fees, and an appeal wi’l probably 
bo taken to the Supreme Court, as a test 
cise.
